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Crowd packs Huron Twp. hall to hear update on Waltz Bridge

More than 70 people packed the board 
room at the Huron Township Hall on Sept. 
20, to hear news about the closed Waltz 
Bridge in New Boston. 

Wayne County Commissioner Al Haid- 
ous assembled the town hall meeting with 
Huron Township Supervisor David Glaab 
and Wayne County representatives. The 
nearby CSX train distribution company 
was invited but did not send any represen- 
tatives. 

Wayne County Department of Public 
Services representative Mike Gorman pro- 
vided a timeline for the total replacement 
of the bridge, which will be completed by 
December 2018 at a cost of $5.4 million. 
The County says replacing the bridge will 
give it a 60-year life span, while a pro- 
posed $3.9 million repair project for the 
85-year-old bridge would be considerably 
less in longevity. After reviewing the two 
options, the county decided replacement 
offers the longest life while being the most 
cost effective. 

Gorman said that bridges in Michigan 
are inspected on a regular basis every two 
years and the Waltz Bridge came in at num- 
ber three on the state’s list and was being 
inspected annually until it was shut down 
June 1 because it is simply unsafe. 

Gorman said that over the past few months 
Commissioner Haidous, the county, and 
township officials have worked together to 
get the project moved to the top of the list 
for 2018, and the money is already in the 
budget for next year and will be approved 
next month. Gorman said that requests for 
proposals for new bridge designs will be 
sent out soon and bids will be expected to 
be returned in November, and by January 
all permits, soil samples, and Army Corps 
of Engineer approval should be in place to 
start construction in April or May of next 
year. 

Out of 215 bridges inspected, five had to 
be shut down, including one in Northville. 
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Only a handful of people offered public 
comment. They said not having the bridge 
has a hard impact on businesses, as well as 
public safety. 

The CSX Railroad, which has several 
crossings throughout the township, is an 
ongoing issue with long closures, some up 
to 45 minutes at a time. Even longer. The 
Township’s Public Safety dispatch had re- 
cently installed cameras at these railroad 


intersections so it can route police and fire 
response accordingly. The cameras are 
available to the public in an app available 
off the township’s website. 

Supervisor Glaab said that the township 
administratively has sent the railroad all of 
the issues and problems and is expecting a 
response in three weeks. Supervisor Glaab 
said that the Township will be getting back 
with CSX and the township’s board meet-

ings and website will keep the public up to 
date on these issues and the timeline for the 
bridge as the project begins. No follow-up 
meeting was announced for the bridge or 
with the railroad. 

In closing comments, Supervisor Glaab 
asked the public to support the local busi- 
nesses in town while the bridge is out, to 
support them like never before. 


League of Women Voters introduces candidates to voters

The League of Women Voters of 
Northwest Wayne introduced to voters the 
five candidates running for two open seats 
on the Belleville City Council in the Nov. 7 
election. The public forum was held Sept. 
20 in the mini-auditorium at Belleville 
High School. 

Virginia Belinski, a League of Women 
Voters member from Sumpter Township, 
served as moderator. After each candidate 
had given a brief, opening remark, she 
asked a series of ten questions that had 
been written on cards by members of the 
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audience or submitted before the forum. 
Each candidate was called upon to answer 
each question. 

Participating in the forum were incumbent 
candidates Jesse Marcotte and Tom Fielder 
and newcomers Kelly Bates, Gwen Hooks, 
and Jeff Vernon. 

Marcotte and Fielder are lifelong 
residents of the Belleville area. Bates has 
lived in Belleville for three years; Hooks, 
five years; and Vernon, two years. 

When each was asked about future 
political aspirations, they all said they 
were just interested in serving Belleville 
except Bates, who said after serving on the 
city council she would like to run for state 
representative or county commissioner. 

When asked about Doane’s Landing and 
what to do about the seawall failing, each 
replied that the city council was currently 
on a good path in working with the condo 
owners to repair the seawall. Vernon said 


he was concerned about the park at the site 
and how to use it in the future. 

When Belinski asked the candidates’ 
opinions of the Downtown Development 
Authority and whether it should be retained, 
they all agreed it was a valuable program, 
except for Vernon who said he is still trying 
to figure out the DDA. 

They agreed the most pressing problem 
in the city was its finances and suggestions 
varied on how to fix it. 

When asked how to improve business on 
Main Street, Vernon lashed out about the 
city having no vision. He said he tried to 
build a business, but he was not allowed to 
distract drivers with lights. He had to have 
a “little tiny sign” that people couldn’t see. 
“T ve been yelling about it for two years,” 
he said. 

Hooks said there was a lot of work to 
be done and Bates said they needed to

Animals in need 
finally get OK for 
help from Sumpter 


“It’s been a really hard year,” said Marcy 
LaFramboise after Tuesday’s regular 
meeting of the Sumpter Township Board of 
Trustees. 

The regulations thrown up by Sumpter 
Township planning consultants have cost 
money that Friends of Michigan Animals 
Rescue didn’t have. 

The township has limited the number of 
dogs the no-kill rescue could house at 25. 

All FMAR wanted was to put up more 
kennels to rescue more dogs. But, the 
township went into opposition mode 
against the group that was helping its police 
department deal with strays. 

On Tuesday, Pete and Marcy LaFramboise 
and a few supporters waited patiently at 
the third public meeting on the request to 
help more local dogs. This time there was 
no discussion by the board and the FMAR 
request was finally approved — after a year 
of delay. 

We remember when Van Buren Township 
gave Pete and Marcy a hard time when they 
were volunteers in the VBT Animal Shelter. 
We remember when they organized FMAR 
about 20 years ago while sitting around their 
dining room table in VBT with some rescued 
pets in crates in their living quarters. 

They decided to leave VBT and relocate 
in Sumpter, which, at the time, welcomed 
them with open arms. Well, time changed 
and Sumpter wasn’t as welcoming lately. 

But, on Tuesday, FMAR got Sumpter’s 
blessing and for that we are grateful. 
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Sandy Askew died Tuesday morning and 
a memorial service will be held at 3 p.m. 
Friday, Sept. 29, at First United Methodist 
Church of Belleville. She donated her body 
to science. A wonderful artist, Sandy was 
in charge of the Food Closet at the church 
for many years. 

I received an email: “This is about 
that stupid road hazard in front of the 
Bayou Grill that needs to go. I have seen 
people not even look and just walk across 
thinking because that sign is there to yield 
to pedestrians that they don’t have to wait 
for traffic to clear. 

“I was near that area and heard a guy 
scream ‘STOP’ at a vehicle and then begin 
to yell and cuss at the people inside the 
vehicle saying that the sign says “STOP”. 
The people in the truck looked scared as this 
guy was ranting. I rolled my window down 
and yelled at him saying the sign does not 
stay stop — it says yield. That sign has no 
place there. I have never seen something 
like that anywhere. I mean really, how 
many crosswalk signs does little Belleville 
need and still need that road hazard? 

“Main Street looks so cluttered with all 
those signs. For that sign to work properly, 
the crosswalk should be painted and there 
should be no parking near it so that people 
can be seen who are in the crosswalk. When 
I was in Plymouth, Massachusetts, where 
Plymouth Rock is, they have painted 
crosswalks, but they are large and there is 
no parking near them and the speed limit is 
very slow.” 

That crosswalk sign has seen better 
days. It is all battered, dirty, and twisted.

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Sumpter Township Board gets information on new marijuana law

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
discussed the issue of medical marijuana 
for 40 minutes during its work/study 
session starting at 6 p.m. on Sept. 12. 

Wes Crumby of Au Gres Township and 
Tom Wright, chairman of the Au Gres 
Township Planning Commission, had 
been invited by a board member to give a 
presentation on the issue. 

They said they are a free resource that help 
people get licenses if they are interested 
or just to be informed if they don’t want 
marijuana in their communities. 


As Crumby started his presentation, he 
was rudely cut off by township attorney 
Rob Young, who said, “We have been 
involved in this ad nauseam ... We know 
all of that. The ship has sailed. We’ve had 
quite a bit of discussion on this. I’m trying 
to save you the time.” 

“Sounds like you already know...” Crumby 
said. “Have you made a decision?” 

Young replied that the zoning ordinance 
language caused confusion. He said 
the Michigan Township Association 


recommended a community make sure 
nothing is in its ordinance sounds like 
approving marijuana businesses.

“There was some consternation ... as 
if I was trying to say the township would 
opt out...” Young said. “You know we’re 
already out until you opt in.” 

“I spent extensive time on the phone 
with the attorney,” he said, adding the 
township could give itself time to opt in in 
the future. 

“There are very few options we’re given as 
a township as to whether we want or don’t 
want businesses,” Young said. “This is the 
only one I know that we can say yes or no 

.. We’re not compelled to do something ... 
We get two to three calls a week about this 

.. Got an email today asking me to opt into 
the MMFLA.” He referred to the Medical 
Marijuana Facilities Licensing Act of 2016 
that goes into effect in December. 

Young went on, saying that LARA 
probably will enact temporary rules on the 
law before Dec. 15. He referred to the state 
Department of Licensing and Regulatory 
Affairs. 

“You should know what the rules are 
before you decide whether to opt in or out... 
Let’s see, we need police ordinance, zoning 
ordinance, inspections to make sure this 
will be handled correctly... You’re going 
to have drug companies, big companies, by 
not obtaining illegal grows ... There will 
be tracking from seed to grow...” Young 
continued, finally taking a breath. 

Crumby said that he knows Sumpter will 
make its own decision, but communities 
who choose to opt in early are making a 
lot of money. He said they dropped off a 
check for $78,000 that day for permits for 
a community. 

He said no licenses are expected from the 
state until the first quarter and then it takes

16 weeks to produce a crop. 

Crumby said Bangor Township attracted 
a large player. 

“If you’re going to opt in, but you decide 
to wait and see, you’ll be losing money,” 
Crumby said, noting Pinconning has 55 
grows. 

Crumby’s associate Wright said Section 
9.6 of the ballot initiative said that if 
municipalities didn’t initially opt in, once 
the ballot initiative is passed, it can opt in, 
but the State of Michigan will not allow 
any more licenses and there could be no 
facilities for two years. 

He said in the ballot initiative, planned 
for the November 2018 election, licenses 
under the State of Michigan will be a 
valuable commodity. If a neighboring 
community opts in and the ballot initiative 
passes and you want to opt in ... the first 
two years after the ballot initiative takes 
effect the MMFLA will continue in effect. 
The guy without a license will be boxed 
out, he said. 

When the ballot proposal passes, and 
recreational marijuana is legal, you will 
have to be MMFLA licensed first and then 
two years later it changes, Wright said. 

“I work with municipalities all the time,” 
Wright said. “Many townships are doing 
nothing ... and that’s fine if you don’t want 
them... They’re scared of the people with 
the torches and pitchforks.” 

Wright said Au Gres is a rural township 
and they are allowing grows in Agricultural 
and Industrial and have amended the 
ordinance to allow Light Industrial in 
Commercial. 

He said grows can only be placed in 
Agricultural or Industrial or unzoned, and 
provisionary centers and processing is up 
to you. 

“Secure transporter and testing? Who 
cares where they go? You’ll never know 
what they’re doing,” Wright said. 

Treasurer Peggy Morgan asked if the 
township opts in and in six months or a 
year wants to opt out, can it stop? 

Wright replied: “Say Joe Smith wants to 
grow in Sumpter Township. The state will 
get ahold of the clerk or deputy clerk and 
ask if the township has an ordinance and a

license. If not, no state license is granted.” 

Wright said to opt in, the board takes a 
vote and tells the planning commission to 
work on ordinances. Then the commission 
puts language together on police power 
with information from the township board 
(Au Gres met in joint session) and then the 
commission makes a recommendation to 
the township board. 

“A lot of townships are trying to get things 
adopted ASAP ... They want to cross every 
“t” and dot every “i” so the state will give 
licenses,” Wright said. 

Wright said Crumby is on the Au Gres 
Township Planning Commission, too, and 
in 30 days it was law. He said in Gaylord 
it was 60 days start to finish. An applicant 
can get a local license. 

Crumby said in October you will be able 
to start putting in fingerprints. They are 
trying to get prepared. Maybe they will 
limit numbers restrictively. 

“They probably won’t get licenses until 
May and then sit on it for 17 more weeks 
for seed tracking,” Crumby said. “Every 
year you have to renew.” 

A man in the audience, who did not 
give his name, said the township should 
stay mindful of the “invisible hand” that 
removes projects from the smaller investor. 
He said it takes $4,000-$8,000 to apply to 
the state and they can still say no. 

“Many people will fail,” he said. “It’s 
very expensive and a lot of work ...but 
there is an opportunity for small investors 
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but it will scale up real fast and only 
millionaires will be in ... Those in other 
states can participate.” 

He said a fee for a grower’s license for 
1,500 plants is $10,000 to $57,000 for one 
license. 

Wright went over, in detail, the way the 
3% state excise tax on the product will be 
distributed. 

“If Township A has three facilities and 
Township B has one, Township A gets 21% 
more,” Wright said. 

“In 2018 everybody knows it’s going to 
pass,’ Crumby said. “It’s going to be 
recreational.” 

Mary Ban, a registered nurse, said THC is 
very dangerous and leaves deposits in the 
brain tissue and bone marrow. She said it is 
a gateway drug and people can be left with 
no memory, like someone she knew. 

The unnamed man in the audience said he 
learned of medical marijuana for 70-year- 
old clients who had the choice of opioids 
or cannabis. He said it is simply a plant and 
there are kinds for those who choose not 
to get high. He said the alternative is the 
current epidemics for opioids. 

In other business at the regular meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the second reading and 
adopted an ordinance to establish certain 
zoning classifications for the construction 
and development of medical marijuana 
caregiver facilities; 

e Approved the second reading and 
adopted the ordinance to repeal Section 
6.55 and portions of Section 4.15.2 and 
4.16.2 of the township zoning ordinance.

debt service on the bonds will be funded 
by court fees. He said a couple of years ago 
the court instituted a fee to pay for this. 

He said the city will back up the bonds 
with the full faith and credit of the city and 
if there is a shortfall, the city would have 
to pay. 

The auditor from Plante Moran said it’s 
not coming from property tax and they 


will look at the situation several times a 
year. He said the project will be more than 
$17 million total and the court already has 
funds on hand. If the project comes in over 
budget, the court will be able to cover it 
between the cash and bond amount, he 
said. 

Romulus City attorney Steve Hitchcock 
said the court will have $750,000 in 
its cash fund when construction begins 
and if something unforeseen happens, a 
contingency fund is already in place.

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Robert McCraight, Director of the 
Department of Building and Safety, said 
they hope to start construction in March 
after the frost lifts. If they have a late 
winter, they will start in early spring, 
McCraight said. 

The council also unanimously approved 
a Memo of Understanding with the court 
with the purpose of pursuing construction 
of the new 34" District Court in the City of 
Romulus with the court paying for it. The 
agreement allows court officials to adjust 
the fee schedule throughout the year in 
case the court revenues were in jeopardy of 
falling short of repaying the debt. 

On Sept. 20, Judge Green said the city 
is now in the 45-day wait period to see if 
there is any opposition before selling the 
bonds. They hope to sell the bonds by the 
end of the year. 

Judge Green said she had promised to 
visit each of the four other communities 
in the 34" District Court district to talk 
to them about the court construction, but 
she wants to make sure everything is final 
before she comes. 

“We think it’s a pretty good plan,” 
Romulus Mayor LeRoy Burcoff told the 
council. 

The need to improve the court has been 
evident for some time, he said, and plans 
got underway last year to renovate and 
expand the existing facility. But, when 
the bids came in at more than $11 million, 
the court and city officials agreed a new 
structure would be better in the long term. 

The present court is 30,000 square feet and 
the new court will be about 45,000 square 
feet. It will feature another courtroom and 
enhanced security features. 

“Renovating the court wasn’t practical,” 
Mayor Burcroff said. “We looked at ways 
for the court to take us into the future.” 

According to the most recent plans, the 
court would be built right next to the present 
court on the Romulus City campus.

“re-landscape” how the downtown works 
and encouraged having someone doing 
economic development. 

Marcotte said many people come across 
the bridge into Belleville and the city has to 
give people a reason to stop. 

Fielder said businesses are not naive and 
do demographic studies to find suitable 
locations. He urged people to look at the 
positives in the city: a new high school that 
doubles as a community center and a new 
library that will soon be built. 

Another question was on how to make 
Belleville a more diverse community. 

Hooks said there is not a lot to attract 
people her age (36) and the city needs 
to come up with ways to attract younger 
people. 

Bates disagreed, saying diversity is 
already a big part of Belleville and when 
she attends events she sees people of all 
ages. 

Marcotte said the city has to do a better 
job to have all ages participating, from the 
youth to the seniors. 

Fielder said Belleville is already a very 
diverse community in terms of minorities. 
He said according to the census, Belleville 
is the most diverse community, compared 
with Van Buren and Sumpter townships. 
And, that happened with no effort at all, he 
said. 

Vernon said they already have a diverse 
community, but you don’t see them 
working together. He said he would like 
to have events, shows, and parties in the 
parks and, “start using parks in the way 
they were meant to be used.” 

As to a vision for Belleville for ten years 
from now, most saw it as a thriving, busy 
community. Hooks said she would like to 
see it as a place to drive to, not through, 
and there isn’t much to do on the lake for 
most people. 

Vernon urged people to throw away their 
Facebook and talk to each other. “I’m 
from Toledo,” he said, noting he has some 
anxiety about starting up conversations 
with people and whether “‘it the right thing 
to do.” He said he was brought up to not 
speak until spoken to. 

Should the City of Belleville combine 
with Van Buren Township? That was the 


question that brought unanimous support 
for keeping a small town, but partnering 
with VBT to help with finances. 

Marcotte said they shouldn’t decrease 
quality of life by just doing it, without 
knowing “where we’re going and why 
we’re doing this.” 

Fielder said VBT has five times the voters 
and if the two communities combined, 
VBT will have the politics and Belleville 
will have the name. He said to accomplish 
a combination, the township has to become 
a city, because the city can’t become a 
township. He said this combination isn’t 
practical right now. 

“Voices aren’t heard today. How are they 
going to be heard in a larger community?” 
Vernon asked. “We just don’t have money 
to throw out.” 

“There’s something to be said about 
a small town,’ Hooks said. She said 
there is a little tension between the three 
communities and VBT has the power and 
control. 

“I don’t think merging is the answer,” 
Bates agreed, opting for cooperation and 
participation instead. 

When asked if Belleville needs more 
police officers and fire fighters, Fielder said 
he trusted the professionals to make those 
decisions. He said the city has a difficult 
time keeping police officers because it is a 
training place and, “We can’t compete with 
the money across the bridge.” 

Vernon said the city could always use 
more, but it can’t afford that backup. 

Hooks said it’s a matter of if it’s a need 
or a want. She said maybe it’s more about 
“how to use the ones we have” until council 
can get more funds. 

Bates said a community can always use 
more police and fire fighters, but they 
should trust the professionals on staffing. 
She suggested Neighborhood Watches be 
organized to help the police. 

Marcotte said he would like the police 
to be able to show up with more than one 
officer. He said there should be a focus on 
recruitment and retention. And, he said, 
the city needs to look into grants and he’s 
working on some. 

When asked about what businesses the 
candidates would like to bring to town, 
Vernon said he has a list of the top 25, 
beginning with coffee roasters and a 
bakery.
